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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicant's "Response" filed on March 14, 2003 has been considered with the 
following effect. 

Claims 1-18 remain pending and an action on the merits of these claims follows. 

Drawings 

The formal drawings filed on March 14, 2003 are approved. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-18 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

U.S. Patent No. 6,167,383 to Henson in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,963,919 to 

Brinkley et al. 

Henson discloses a user interactive display computer system and method and a 
computer program comprising: means for prompting each of a plurality of the system 
purchasers to make a sequence of interactive data entries; means for applying a set of 
purchaser business rules to the data entries; means for allocating the computer 
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components to the computer system; means for offering to selected one of the 
purchasers modifications in the quantities of selected ones of the allocated components; 
wherein the computer systems being configured are network systems. (See at least 
abstract, summary, col. 4, line 36 - col. 5, line 64; col. 6, lines 5-43) 

However, Henson does not disclose the tracking of the quantities of each product 
sold by the seller to all of the purchasers; optimizing quantities of each component 
based upon the seller's business needs; and offering financial incentives to purchasers. 
Brinkley, on the other hand, teaches the tracking of the quantities of each product sold 
by the seller to all of the purchasers; optimizing quantities of each component based 
upon the seller's business needs; and offering financial incentives (promotion) to 
purchasers (col. 1, lines 6-8; col. 1, lines 21-23; col. 2, lines 4-10; col. 4, lines 21 -col. 5, 
line 15; col. 5, line 43 - col. 6, line 35; col. 14, lines 25-28). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention was made to modify the Henson reference, to include the tracking of the 
quantities of each product sold by the seller to all of the purchasers; optimizing 
quantities of each component based upon the seller's business needs; and offering 
financial incentives to purchasers, as taught by Brinkley, in order to optimize or 
maximize the efficiency of the inventory management ( Brinkley col. 1, lines 7-8; col. 1, 
lines 21-23).
